Every day more than 100 senior 
citizens throughout Pomona Valley 
get into cars and climb aboard buses 
for the trip to visit ‘‘their’’ 
grandchildren at Pacific State 
Hospital. 

These people qualify as grand- 
parents not through the biological 
process of birth but through the 
complicated process of loving and 
caring for children who are mental- 
ly retarded — and sometimes 
physically handicapped as well. 


The best part of the Foster Grand- 
parent program is the children and 
the special greeeting each day, ac- 
cording to Elizabeth Atkin of 
Upland. 

Each day Sharon’s greeting ‘‘real- 
ly makes me feel welcome,” she 
noted. Di 

And the children who participate 
in the program look forward to that 
greeting too, according to Uplander 
Harvey Hill. 

Even though Hill’s Janet cannot 
talk or hear, she ‘‘recognizes 
everyone and looks forward to my 
coming,” he added. mm 

Once the morning greeting is com- 
pleted, the program is different for 
each grandparent and grandchild, 
but the purpose is the same: to help 
the child progress as much as possi- 
ble and to let each one know he or 


she is loved. 
“Grandpa” Bill Miller of Upland 


Memo and assists such lessons as 
fingerpainting to learn manual dex- 
terity and colors as well as physical 
activities which teach Memo to 
walk straight and use his body well. 


The grandparent’s imagination is 
the only limit on the child’s develop- 
ment, according to Miller who said, 
“You can take them as far as you 
think they can go. You never know 
what they can do until you try.” 


Mrs. Atkin also works on muscle 
development with granddaughter 
Sharon. Together they work on 
fingerpainting, lifting blocks, and 
putting things into baskets — all to 
increase hand coordination. 

But, she notes, for many children 
the road to improvement is a long, 
slow process as they train both their 
bodies and their minds. 

Mary Leahy of Upland spends 
much of her time simply talking 
with granddaughter Janet, and as 
they talk, she encourages Janet to 
hold up her head in order to 
strengthen her neck muscles.

ing. We talk and she sings to me in 
her own way,” Mrs. Leahy com- 
mented.

Hills’ time with his Janet also in- 
cludes talking, listening to the radio, 
and stroiling as he pushes her 
wheelchair through the grounds at 
Pacific State. 

Although Janet cannot talk, she 
communicates with Hill through a 
nudge with her hand or by pointing 
her finger when she is ready to 
move on. Janet’s intelligence shows 
through even though she cannot talk, 
he noted. 

It is clear that the Foster Grand- 
parents program provides the 
children with the individual atten- 
tion of caring adults. But the 
program also provides the grand- 
parents with the special feeling of 
being needed. 

Florence Belk of Alta Loma said 
that the program gives her 
something to do and something to 
look forward to each day. 

And, the four - year foster grand- 
parent noted, the hardest part is 
saying goodbye each day to her two 
grandchildren. 

Some foster grandparents come 
with the experience of having had 
their own children and 
grandchildren; but all receive 
special help in working with their 
grandchildren at Pacific State. 

They have consultation with a 
hospital team so they know how to 
assist their children. They also have 
in-service training programs which

provide general intormation such as 
how behavior modification works. 


But regardless of the amount of 
knowledge the grandparent has, 
the most important thing is his or 
her concern and love for the 
children. 


Even though the program seems 
to benefit the children the most, 
statewide coordinator Betty Miller 
noted that the Foster Grandparent 
program was originally set up to 
help senior citizens with the twin 
problem of nothing to do and too lit- 
tle money to live on. 

Working with the retarded 
children definitely provides useful 
work, Mrs. Miller said and noted 
that the grandparents treat their 
“‘jobs”’ very professionally. 

Although the pay is not very high, 
it does help many of the senior 
citizens meet rising costs of food, 
transportation and housing. 

Mrs. Miller said the foster grand- 
parents receive $1.60 per hour for 
the four hours each weekday. They 
also receive a hot lunch and $1.75 
per day for transportation.

Construction begins at Chattey 


Ground was broken recently for the construction of a 
$1,605,000 vocational education building at Chaffey 
College 

The president of the board of trustees, Ontario 
attorney Herschel R. Glenn, performed the ritual at the 
controls of a skip loader on the building site. 

Glenn drove the huge tractor far enough to deposit a 
token ridge of soil. Deployed on the site was equipment 
representative of the study programs which will be 
housed in the college’s next new facility. 

The two-story building with nearly 20,000 feet of 
assignable space is due for completion for the 1978 fall 
quarter. It will accommodate fire science. 
administration of justice, graphic arts, drafting and such 
communications arts as television, radio, filmmaking 
and photography. 

Featured in the exhibit on the building site were fire 
trucks from the Foothill Fire District and patrol cars 
from the Chino, Fontana, Ontario and Upland police and 
the San Bernardino County sheriff's department 
Displayed, too, was assorted photo and video equipment 

The contractor for the vocational education building is 
Western Structures, a Los Angeles firm; the architect 
for the project, Hill, Danielson and Associates, Newport 
Beach 

The structure is designed: with an eye to future 

ommunity needs, according to Rush Hill of the Newport 
firm. Hill reported that ‘‘the architectural concept here 
is flexibility, the objective being to comfortably contain 


programs developed over the long term as well as 
current offerings.”

Flood control project 
funds ok’d by Carter 


Funding for the next phase of the 
Cucamonga Creek flood control 
project is included in the $10.4 
billion public works appropriations 
bill signed by President 
Carter. 

The $12 million will finance 
construction of a channel from 
Remington Avenue, at the boundary 
of San Bernardino and Riverside 
counties, north to the Pomona 
Freeway 

When the Cucamonga Creek 
project is completed by 1983 at an 
estimated cost of $100 million, a 15- 
mile channel will carry flood waters 
from the mouth of Cucamonga 
Canyon to Prado Basin south of 
Chino. 

The project is intended to avert 
flood damage such as that which 
occurred in 1969, when flood losses 


Dam-Santa Ana River project, 
which cuts across San Bernardino, 
Riverside and Orange counties. The 
project itself may cost up to $800 
million 

As part of the project, the 106- 
foot-high Prado Dam south of Chino 
would be raised another 44 feet. The 
dam’s spillways would be enlarged

$16.6 million for south Ontario facility

After three years of wrangling 
with state and federal governments, 
the Chino Basin Municipal Water 
District has secured $16.6 million in 
grants for expansion of its regional 
sewage treatment plant in south 
Ontario. 

The money was awarded by the 
U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency, subject only to completion 
of engineering plans for the plant 
expansion by Sept. 30 — a step 
described by the district’s general 
manager, Ray W. Ferguson, as 
“routine.” 

Rep. Jim Lloyd, D-35th Dist., 
announced approval of the grant 


“At one time, building permits 
were denied pending the outcome of 
the grant,’’ Lloyd said in a 
statement from his Washington 
office. ‘‘I’m happy that construction 
can now proceed and I see a positive 
impact on our economy.” 

Lloyd referred to the Ontario 
plant’s greatly increased flows 
caused in large part by the West 
End’s rapid residential growth. 

Because of that growth, the 
plant’s capacity was overloaded 
earlier this year. The resulting 
violations of wastewater treatment 
standards came close to inviting a 
state ban on new sewer connections 
— and in effect, a halt to most 


construction — in the area served by 
the plant. 

With the money, the district will 
be able to enlarge the plant’s 
treatment capacity from today’s 
effective limit of 14 million gallons 
of wastewater daily to 24.5 million 
gallons by 1980 

The plant’s expansion will cost an 
estimated $19 million, 75 per cent 
($14,250,000) of which will be paid 
for by a federal grant under a 
program aimed at cleaning up the 
nation’s waters by 1983. The state 
and the district will each put up 
$2 375,000 

Ferguson said that while the 
California Water Resources Control 


Officials to support acquisition 
of Foothill Freeway right-of-way 


Local officials plan to urge the 
California Highway Commission to 
include several highway projects, 
including right-of-way acquisition 
for the proposed Foothill Freeway, 
in the state’s six-year planning 
program. 


That program will be presented 
Thursday by the California Depart- 
ment of Transportation (Caltrans) 
to the commission in Sacramento at 
the first of several public hearings. 


Later this year, the commission 
will adopt the first year of that 
program as the state highway 
budget for the year which will begin 
July 1, 1978. 

Caltrans’ version of the'$6.4 billion 
program, which runs through June 
30, 1984, does not include the follow- 
ing projects in San Bernardino 
County: 

— Right-of-way acquisition along 
the Foothill Freeway corridor from 
La Verne through Claremont, 
Upland and Alta Loma to the Devore 
Freeway. 

— Widening of California Highway 
71, which runs between Chino and 
the Chino Hills, to expressway stan- 
dards. 

— Right-of-way acquisition in 
Highland for the extension of the 
Crosstown Freeway, California 
Highway 30, from San Bernardino to 
Redlands. 

— Improvements to California 
Highway 62 between Twentynine 
Palms and Joshua Tree. 

Although the statewide program 
proposed by Caltrans Director 
Adriana Gianturco includes more 
construction projects than the last 
program, it still emphasizes opera- 
tion and maintenance of the state’s 





highway system. 

On July 6, the San Bernardino 
Associated Governments 
(SANBAG), San Bernardino Coun- 
ty’s transportation planning board, 
proposed that $13.2 million for such 
items as sound barriers, landscap- 
ing, road resurfacing and 
reconstruction be reallocated for ac- 
tual construction and right-of-way 
acquisition. 


The money was in Caltrans’ plan- 
ning program for the district which 
includes San Bernardino County. 

However, Caltrans headquarters 
in effect rejected most of 
SANBAG’s key recommendations 
for more highway construction, 
which amount to nearly $11 million, 
by omitting them from the six-year 
planning program. 

County Supervisors’ Chairman 
Robert O. Townsend, who is also

this year’s president of SANBAG, 
labeled the revised Caltrans 
program ‘‘unacceptable.”’ 

He and other local officials, in- 
cluding Upland Councilman Hal 
Bailin, president of the Foothill 
Freeway Association, and Tony 
Malone, executive vice president of 
the Upland Chamber of Commerce 
and the association’s administrator, 
plan to urge the state highway com- 
mission to include those projects 

If that is not successful, Townsend 
said, ‘‘We will be asking out 
senators and assemblymen to go to 
bat for us in order to retain these 
badly needed funds for this region.’ 

The project which stands most to 
lose if it isn’t included in the plan- 
ning program to be considered by 
the highway commission is the 
proposed extension of the Foothill 
Freeway, from La Verne to the 
Devore Freeway.

Board must still approve the 
district’s engineering plans on 
behalf of EPA, Lioyd’s 
announcement means that money 
for actual construction can be 
released as early as Sept. 1, when 
the district expects to complete the 
plans 

With permission of EPA and the 
state, the district accelerated 
completion of engineering plans 
beyond the 30 per cent normally 
allowed before a grant is awarded 


Despite the impending expansion 
and the assurance of the grant 
Ferguson warned, the district will 
continue to face pressures at its 
Ontario plant — which serves most 
of the West End except the Chino 
area — for up to two and a half more 
years 


‘If everyone continues to 
cooperate as in the past and if 
everyone exercises some restraint 
and judgment, we can have a 
finished product that wil! serve our 
communities,’’ Ferguson said. 


Ferguson was referring indirectly 
to local governments’ need to 
adhere to a regional growth plan 
they agreed to in May. That plan, 
which places a ceiling on the 
number of new homes which can be 
built through mid-1978 in an attempt 
to limit additional sewage flows, 
assumes that the plant will be 
expanded 


‘We will proceed with other 
necessary planning’’ to assure 
additional sewage treatment 
capacity in coming years, Ferguson 
said 

Ferguson gave public thanks to 
Lloyd, who helped keep the 
district’s application moving when 
it was stalled by the EPA, and 
others ‘‘for helping us ... through 
this long process,’’ which began in 
1974

Headaches in Hondo

As I was reading the 
newspaper the other week, I 
was drawn to one intriguing 
headline stating, ‘“A Town 
in Search of 180 Loafers.”’ I 
was compelled to read on. I 
just couldn’t imagine why a 
town would be hunting for 
all those shoes. 

However, I soon dis- 
covered what this town — 
Hondo, Texas — wants is 
loafers as in nonworkers. I 


still couldn’t imagine what 
a town would do with all 
those dawdlers. 

It seems that Hondo over 
the past two years has 
applied to the EDA for 
federal funds. The 6,000 in- 
habitants want a civic 
center, but they have been 
repeatedly turned down. 
Why? Hondo’s official un- 
employment rate of three 
percent is below the re- 
quired minimum of six per- 
cent. What would 180

loafers do for Hondo? Yes, 
they would fatten the un- 
employment rate and 
qualify Hondo for federal 
funds. 

In a tongue - in - cheek 
letter to President Jimmy 
Carter, Mayor Woodrow 
Glasscock write, ‘‘... if un- 
employment is what you 
need to get federal help, 
then I would like to request 
from your Federal Employ- 
ment Agency ... a list of 
people who won’t work un- 
der any circumstances. We 
are proud people here with 
a proud heritage born of 


+ hard work and enterprise, 


so trying to get enough 
locals to quit work so we 
may qualify is out of the 
question. We will have to 
import the unemployed.”’ 
This story can’t help but 
to get a chuckle, but humor 
often provides us with a 
valuable message that’s no 
light - hearted matter. The 
message here? With all 
public funds come 
regulations and restrictions 
for its use. Government 


f spending dictates the 


course of our lives. It molds 
and shapes us according to 
the visions of public 
spenders. Consequently, in 
the case of Hondo, Texas, 
public funds encourage un- 


. employment and destroy 


the work ethic. As Mayor 
Glassock said in a follow- 
up letter to President 
Carter, ‘‘Are we looking for 
a contest as to who can be 
laziest? ... as long as 
idleness is rewarded above 
industry, our national work 
is in grave danger.” 

Just the same, Hondo 
stands among countless vic- 
tims of the seductive nature 


Pornography crackdown 
favored in questionnaire 


Constituents of 
Assemblyman Bill McVittie 
(D-65) are nearly un- 
animously in favor of a 
tough crackdown on por- 
nographers employing 
juveniles and state agencies 
periodically proving their 
value. 

And, surprisingly, a ma- 
jority oppose the idea of On- 
tario being the site of the 
1981 World’s Fair. 

These and other in- 
dications of the public 
pulsebeat are to be found in 
the tabulated results of a 
constituent questionnaire 
McVittie mailed in June. 
The local lawmaker receiv- 
ed more than 6,000 
responses from residents of 
Chino, Montclair, Ontario, 
Pomona, Upland, and part 
of unincorporated San Ber- 
nardino County. 

In the category of 
“erime’’ the people had the 
following opinions: 

Thirty-three percent 
believe criminal penalties 
for persons growing mari- 
juana for thier personal use 
should be eliminated, but 67 
percent think otherwise. 

Fifty-eight percent would 
like to see California 
Highway Patrol units 
equipped with radar, but 42 
percent are opposed. 

Capital punishment for 
certain cases of first-degree 
murder — such as the kill- 
ing of a police officer, tor- 
ture slayings, or during the 
course of a violent crime — 
is favored by 89 percent of 
those responding and op- 
posed by only 11 percent. 


Ninety-eight percent of 
the respondents think per- 
sons using children as 
models in pornographic 
films and publications 
should be subject to felony 
prosecution; only two per- 
cent disagree. 

The people had their 
opinions also on other con- 
troversial, proposals that 
have been in the state 
government news. 

The ‘‘sunset’’ concept, un- 
der which state agencies 
would be required to 
periodically justify their ex- 
istence, got the support of 
98 percent of the people, 
while two percent dis- 
sented. 

Electronic scanners that 
‘‘read’’ computer code 
prices aren't popular 
among supermarket 
shoppers. The questionnaire 
results show that 89 percent 
of 65th District residents 
want markets to continue 
marking the price of each 
shelf item. Eleven percent 
disagreed. 

Water rationing is op- 
posed by 57 percent of the 
local residents, but favored 
by 43 percent. The question 
posed by McVittie was: 
“Do you favor statewide 
mandatory water rationing 
as a means of easing the im- 
pact of the drought on our 
Northern California 
neighbors?” 

Seventy-three percent 
believe California should no 
longer prohibit the use of 
the controversial cancer 
drug ‘‘laetrile.”” Twenty- 
seven percent want the ban 


Male dominance 
in TV opposed 


An’ end to male 
dominance of the television 
industry and portrayals of 
women as secondary beings 
was urged in guidelines 
recently presented to televi- 
sion stations throughout 
California by the California 
Commission on the Status 
of Women’s task force on 
media. 


-The guidelines were 
released as stations filed 
Fenewal applications with 
the Federal Com- 
munications Commission 
(FCC) which requires them 
to include proposals to 
Serve the community. 


> They are based on exten- 
Sive hearings held by the 
California Commission in 
which 25 media 
organizations participated, 
and on recent studies. 

-‘‘Data presented by the 
American Federation of 
Television and Radio Ar- 
tists and the Screen Actors, 


Guild indicate that men 
dominate policy and deci- 
sion - making positions 
throughout the television in- 
dustry. Men direct com- 
munity advisory boards; 
they are the survey experts 
hired to ascertain com- 
munity needs. They fill vir- 
tually all responsible 
positions such as producer, 
director, assignment editor, 
show host, commentator 
and they dominate manage- 
ment positions,” said Anita 
Miller, Commission 
chairperson. 

The result is that the 
male experience is depicted 
so forcibly and consistently 
that it overwhelms the 
feminine point of view, the 
report noted. The failure 
to depict women in all the 
variety and influence of 
their roles today adversely 
affects their images to 
themselves, to children, to 
men and to society general- 
ly, it stated.

of public spending. Under 
the Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children, 
fatherless families can 
receive the most benefits. 
The result? Isn’t it more 
profitable for fathers to 
leave home to obtain max- 
imum aid for their 
families? Aren’t we 
assisting the father right 
out the door? 

Under Social Security 
regulations, an elderly cou- 
ple can receive more money 
collecting as singles than as 
a married couple. Doesn’t 
this become a roadblock to 
elderly widows and 
widowers who are con- 
sidering marriage? 

Won’t cities where the 
greatest amount of welfare 
benefits can be collected at- 
tract welfare recipients 
from cities with lesser 
payments? The answer is 
obvious. In addition, the 
combination of unemploy- 
ment compensation, food 
stamps, and other welfare 
payments can make work- 
ing just plain 
“uneconomical.’’ Govern- 
ment spending thus in- 
stitutionalizes unemploy- 
ment. 

Schools, too, are realizing 
the problems of being hook- 
ed on government aid. 
Yale’s president has said, 
“‘My fear is that there is a 
growing tendency for the 
central government to use 
spending power to prescribe 
educational policies.’’ 
Colleges receiving public 
funds are drowning in the 
flood of paperwork required 
to check compliance with 
government standards. 
What choice do local school 
districts, who have become 
dependent on federal 
monies, have but to comply 
with federal bussing 
programs — regardless of 
local sentiment? 

But even though govern- 
ment spending commands 
the lives of the recipients, 
Americans allow their 
politicans to legislate more 
and more of it. We face a 
record federal budget and 
deficit, and here in Califor- 
nia the state budget is at an 
all - time high. We should 
realize that no amount of 
reorganizing the govern- 
ment can change the nature 
of public spending — we 
will always be subject to 
the rules and restrictions of 
the programs. 

And as government spen- 
ding is allowed to balloon, it 
is strangling the freedom of 
every citizen. 

What other solution can 
there be for the people of 
Hondo, and the rest of us, 
than a fight against out 


government's runaway 
spending?

If lightning strikes ...

Americans were killed by 
lightning between 1940 and 
1974, or about 55 per cent 
more than were killed by 
tornadoes and about 40 per 
cent more than were killed 
by hurricanes and floods 
combined. Actually, this 
figure is low; it does not in- 
clude those who were killed 
in fires started by lightning 

If you Stay inside or get 
inside your home or a 
Similar large structure 
when a thunderstorm 


threatens, you are in very 
little danger of being killed 
by lightning — although it 
happens occasionally, if the 
house is set on fire, for ex- 
ample, or the victim is talk- 
ing on the telephone or stan- 
ding by or touching fixtures 
connected to house plum- 
bing or electrical wiring 
What can you do to 
protect yourself from death 
or injury by lightning? 
Experts agree that the 
most important thing you 


can do is to get inside a 
large building or inside an 
automobile or other 
covered vehicle. Even if 
struck, the car allows the 
current to be discharged 
harmlessly into the ground. 
If you are inside a house, 
don’t use the telephone un- 
less necessary for an 
emergency 

If you are caught outside 
and don’t have time to 
reach a safe building or an 
automobile, experts offer 


these suggestions: 

— Do not stand un- 
derneath a natural lightning 
rod such as a large tree in 
an open area. 

— Avoid projecting above 
the surrounding landscape, 
as you would if you were 
standing on a hilltop, in an 
open field, on the beach, or 
fishing from a Small boat. 

—In a forest, seek shelter 
in a low area under a thick 
growth of small trees. In 
open areas, go to a low 
place such as a ravine or 
valley ‘ 

— If you are hopelessty 
isolated in a level field or 
prairie and you feel your 
hair stand on end — in- 
dicating that lightning is 
about to strike — drop to 
your knees. In this position, 


if lightning strikes near 
you, the chances of it using 
your body as a conductor 
are minimized. Kneeling, 
rather than lying down, is 
recommended because 
while you maintain a low 
profile, only a small area of 
your body is in contact with 
the ground. Seeking refuge 
in a ditch or hollow where 
water is standing or has 
saturated the soil is not 
recommended, either, 
because the water is a 
better conductor of elec- 
tricity than the surrounding 
area 

— Get out of and away 
from open water. (If you 
are swimming, lightning 
current from a nearby 
stroke can flow through the 
water to you. ) 


— Get away from trac- 
tors and other metal farm 
equipment. 

— Get off and away 
from motorcycles, 
scooters, golf carts and 
bicycles. Put golfclubs 
down. 

— Stay away from wire 
fences, clotheslines, metal 
pipes, rails and other 
metallic paths that could 
carry lightning to you from 
some distance away. 

— Avoid standing in small 
isolated sheds or other 
small structures in open 
areas. 

— Groups of persons such 
as hikers or mountain 
climbers should spread out, 
several yards apart, so that 
if lightning strikes nearby, 
the smallest number will be 
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affected. 

Administer mouth - to - 
mouth resuscitation once 
every five seconds to adults 
and opce every three 
seconds to infants and small 
children until medical help 
arrives. If the victim is not 
breathing and has no pulse, 
cardio-pulmonary resusci- 
tation, a combination of 
mouth - to - mouth 
resuscitation and external 
cardiac compression, is 
necessary. (The technique 
can be learned from local 
Red Cross or Heart 
Association chapters. ) 

Medical attention also 
should be given to victims 
who appear only temporari- 
ly stunned or otherwise un- 
hurt since there may be 
hidden effects

Boy Scouts get 
new dining hall 


Dedication of the Donald 
W. Reynolds Dining Hall at 
Camp Glen Lipscomb of Old 
Baldy Council, Boy Scouts 
of America, was_ held 
recently at the camp. 

The campsite, part of the 
464 acres of the Holcomb 
Valley Scout Reservation, 
is located three miles north 
of Big Bear Lake. Since the 
land was purchased and 
camping facilities 
developed for 240 scouts, 
the food preparation has 
been done by the troops in 
the individual tenting areas. 

According to Ron Brun- 
dage, council executive, it 
was decided last year that 
there would be an increase 
of scouts involved in the 
summer camping program 
if provisions for central 
feeding could be provided. 

The Donald W. Reynolds 
Foundation, Inc., provided 
the funds for building the 
dining hall 

The structure is of steel 
set on a concrete base with 
the four sides open. Seating 
can be provided for 200 un- 
der the steel roof which is 
fortified against heavy 
snow load. 


At the dedication, Jerry 
Gonce, council president, 
welcomed the guests, Mr. 
and Mrs. Jay Holmes, and 
the council board members, 
Theo Nowak, Bud Girard 
and Rick Little and their 
families. 

Girard, camp develop- 
ment chairman, told the 
group, ‘‘We had a great 
camp and a great camp 
program, but we weren't 
getting enough kids. We 
knew there was a basic in- 
gredient missing, so we got 
together a camp promotion 
team, and we all agreed the 
missing ingredient was cen- 
tral feeding.” 

Due to the new dining 
hall, Brundage said this 
year there will be 600 scouts 
camping over the five week 
camping period in contrast 
to 250 last summer. It costs 
each scout $45 for a week at 
camp. 

Old Baldy Council, Boy 
Scouts of America, serves 
some 7,000 young people 
from 8 to 18 years in the 
Pomona Valley and West 
End. 

The council was _ incor- 
porated in 1947, and in 1966. 


a group of scouters felt it 
necessary to purchase and 
develop a camping facility. 
The land purchased is 
located near Big Bear Lake 
in Holcomb Valley at a 7,200 
foot elevation in the San 
Bernardino Mountains. 

The camp now has the 
new Donald W. Reynolds 
Dining Hall, a kitchen and 
supply area with cabinets 
and counters built by 
Robert Ransom, a com- 
missary, trading post, first 
aid quarters underground 
gas and electrical pipelines 
and sanitary facilities. 


The kitchen equipment 
was supplied through 
monies raised by the 
Women’s Service Boards of 
the Mt. Baldy Council. 


Loren Baldwin is the 
year-round ranger who lives 
on the camp grounds with 
his wife, Maureen, and 
King, a German police dog. 
Mrs. Baldwin serves as 
camp cook during the 
summer. Paul Warner is 
camp director, and Tim 
Martz is assistant camp 
director and program direc- 
tor. 
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Tips for home 
if a ‘rolling’ 
blackout’ occurs 


DAVIS — The possibility that power shortages this 
summer will cause “‘rolling blackouts’ means that users 
of electricity should have emergency plans on hand for 
the farm, home, or business. 


Farmers may be particularly vulnerable to serious 
loss if the power fails, according to University of Califor- 
nia Extension Engineers Robert G. Curley and James F, 
Thompson. 


“Tt is expected that there will be enough electricity to 
meet California’s needs this summer, but there will be 
very little reserve capacity. Breakdown of a generating 
plant, or even very heavy use of electricity, could force 
rolling blackouts," Curley and Thompson said. Conserva- 
tion of energy can help the situation by stretching the 
supply of water used to generate electricity. 


‘A rolling blackout, if it occurs, would last from two to 
four hours in any area. Power companies will report 
danger situations in the press, ‘but there will not be direct 
advance notice of a blackout. 

Users of electricity are urged to shift their operations 
to off-peak hours if possible, Curley and Thompson said. 
Peak hours are from noon to 8 p.m. Dairymen, 
poultrymen and other farm operators with special power 
needs should have standby generators for situations 
when blackouts could cause serious loss. 

‘The UC engineers had these tips for the home if a 
blackout should occur: 

=~ Turn off stoves, driers, air conditioners and other 
appliances that use large amounts of electricity, and 
turn them back on one at a time when the power 
resumes. This will prevent overloading the system when 
power comes back. 

— Keep refrigerators and freezers closed. 

— Remember to re-set clocks and electric timing 
devices. 

— Electric pilots for gas-operated appliances will be 
out, so these appliances will not work. 

— Telephones will not be affected.

Rosser’s Flying U Rodeo 
Company — the biggest 
company in its field 
provides stock for some 80 
rodeos each year, including 
that of the San Bernardino 
County Fair in Victorville, 
Aug. 27-28. Traveling 
throughout the West Coast 
area and as far east as 
Helena, Mont., the com- 
pany covers rodeo from all 
angles, from acting as a 
livestock trucking company 
to serving as a public 
relations firm.

The caves and the jars 
containing the manuscripts, 
untouched for 1,900 years, 
were discovered by Bedouin 
shepherds, who sold them to 
a Bethlehem antiquity 
dealer, who sold them to a 
Syrian Orthodox monastery 
in Jerusalem, who asked 
the Americans’ help in 
evaluation. 

The find has been termed 
the greatest single Biblical 
discovery in modern times, 
providing copies of the Bi- 
ble 1,000 years older the any 
previously known to exist. 

The new Bechtel wing of 
the theological library will 
utilize the finest technology 
in terms of humidity and 
temperature control for the 
preservation of ancient 
documents. 

The project also draws to 
the Claremont faculty 
James A. Sanders, 
professor of Old Testament 
and Inter-Testamental 
studies. Dr. Sanders too is a 
Dead Sea research 

specialist, and is the author 
of two books on the famous 
Qumran Cave II Psalms 
Scroll. He comes to Clare- 
mont from the faculty of 
Union Theological 
Seminary, New York.

Most cats and dogs need 
some discipline to remain 
welcome members of the 
modern household. Whether 
you have a young pet or an 
older one, here are some 
ideas about disciplining 
your pet 

First, remember that dis- 
cipline is not a substitute 
for training. Discipline is a 
technique that both corrects 
your pet and recalls the 
original training 

Second, pets (like 
children), have short 

. memories. This correction 
must come soon after the

something similar — each 
time 

Finally, also remember 
to priase your pet when it 
behaves well. Pets enjoy 
praise too and your priase 
will encourage repetition of 
the desired behavior 

If you find yourself 
reprimanding your dog 
frequently for the same 
mistake, don’t be dis- 
couraged. It's been es 
timated that the average 
dog takes about four days to 
learn the average task, so 
you must be prepared to 
repeat the basic lesson a 
number of times. Don't 
become angry and over- 
discipline your pet if it has 
not had sufficient oppor- 


d discipline 


severe physical punish- 
ment, rough handling and 
shouting produce a more 
obedient pet. This type of 
treatment may teach some 
pets to mind, but it will also 
teach your pet to mistrust 
you. The true basis for 
obedience by your pet — es- 
pecially your dog — is 
respect 

If you are consistent in 
your demands and offer 
rewards for good behavior. 
your dog should willingly 
accept you as master. Your 
pet should perform correct-

Let’s look at a typical pet 
problem — housebreaking a 





carpet one evening after 
dinner. Is it proper dis- 
cipline to rub the puppy’s 
nose on the wet spot? I think 
not. The only thing this will 
teach your puppy is that you 
are unhappy to have dis- 
covered its act; probably it 
will choose a spot out of 
sight next time 

It’s better to rap a folded 
newspaper across the pup- 
py’s hindquarters two or 
three times; scold your pet 
and then place it in the 
proper toilet area. The 
paddling and scolding catch 
your pet’s attention and an- 
nounce you are unhappy; 
being placed in the proper 
area reminds the pet of the 
correct place for elimina- 


can eliminate ignorance 
and stubbornness, there is 
the possibility of a medical 
problem, especially if your 
pet is older. A dog with 
hidden kidney disease needs 
an increased amount of 
water and will urinate more 
frequently. If you are not 
home during hte day, your 
pet may not be able to wait 
until you let it out, and the 
result appears to be 
deliberate disobedience 

In some cases, pets may 
misbehave because they re- 
sent being left alone for 
long periods. Others are 
very possessive and look at 
new spouses or children as 
competitors. Any of these 
reasons may cause your pet 
to ignore toilet training or 
scratch furniture 

Regardless of the 
problem, your first step is 
to understand your pet, and 
then to apply the proper 
training and discipline. If 
you need assistance, check 
with your veterinarian. He

Fire protection 
advice offered 


Owners of homes in brush 
areas throughout California 
face the same conditions 
that caused the disastrous 
Santa Barbara fire and they 
should move now to protect 
their homes from a similar 
fate. 

“Everywhere the state is 
parched from the drought, 
the natural underbrush has 
crowded up to these homes; 
and all it would take to 
touch it off is one spark,” 
says David Glass, assistant 
vice president of Firemen’s 
Fund Insurance Companies 
“Owners of these homes 
should take steps of their 
own to protect their proper- 
ty.” 

Here are his recommen- 
dations: 


All combustibles 


He suggests neighbors work 
together to clear under- 
brush to their property lines 
and even beyond to make 
effective firebreaks 

— Keep hoses connected 
in the yard. This is to ex- 
tinguish fire-brands and 
cinders that can be carried 
two to three miles, only to 
land and start another fire 
“Since people in a brushfire 
area are likely to lose water 
pressure, when fire does 
begin to approach they 
should fill a garbage can- 
sized container with water 
Burlap cloth soaked in the 
water can be used to snuff 
out cinders, when the water 
pressure’s gone.”’ 
Devise a family 
evacuation plan and prac- 
tice it. This includes es-

“During the fire season, 
the family auto should be 
kept ready for use, with 
more than a few gallons of 
gasoline in it at all times,” 
Glass said. “It would also 
be advisable to lead the 
trunk with .blankets and 
emergency water.”’ 

— For the duration of the 
fire season, keep valuables 
and important documents in 
a safe deposit box. If the 
items are kept in the home, 
they should be kept where 
they can be caught up quick- 
ly in case it becomes
